tHE HISTOUY OP AN OLD ABU CHAIlf. 


A curious story Is being told in Paris, 


•bout an arm-chair which has been be- 
queathed by an old woman who had just 
died in ouo of tbo aimshouses there to the 
Louvre for the collection known as the 
Museum of Sovereigus. 


This arm-chair was presented oioro than 


R century ago to the Empress Maria Theresa, 
who hud it placed ia her boudoir. At her 
death, and in compliance with her express 
injunctions, it was sent to Queen Mario 
Antoinette at Versailles, and formed part oi 
the furniture provided for Louis XVI. during 
his imprisonment in the Temple. After his 
execution his valet removed it to England 
whore it became the property first of the' 
Prince of Wales and then of the Duke of 
Cumberland. The latter took it with him 
to Berlin, whore it was placed in tho hands 
of an upholsterer to bo repaired. 


-The workman to whom the arm chair was 


given discovered, upon removing tho horse- 
hair with which it was stuffed, a diamond 
pin, the portrait of.a boy,aad several sheets 
of manuscript. Ho did not mention the dis- 
covery to his master, but soon afterward 
sold the pin to a jowollor, giving him at the 
same time the portrait and the papers. Tho 
jeweller succeeded in making out from the 
papers, which were written in French, that 
they consisted of a series of instructions 
from liouis XVI to his son,and that tho nor- 
trait was that of the dauphin. 


A few years afterward the jeweller, whose 


name was Nauendorf, claimed to be Louis 
XVII, the son of Louis XVI, and Marie An- 
toinette, producing as evidence in his favor 
the portrait and papers, and, as will be re- 
membered, he imposed upon many people. 
The workman who had made the discovery 
was naturally disinclined to say how Nauen- 
dorff had become possessed of these docu- 
ments ; but when ho was at the point of 
death he communicated the fact to his 
family, by whom i.bn nrm chsir, which the 
duke of Cumberland had left at Berlin, was 
recovered and sold to a Frenchman. He 
took it with him to Paris, and his widow 
Was brought to such poor circumstances that 
it was the only article of furniture remain- 
ing in her possession when she entered the 
almshouse in which she died last week —
